A Timely Investigation 

A timely and thorough investigation into the prob-, 
lems and needs of the aviation industry has been con- 
ducted by a subcommittee of the Committee in Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce. In gathering infor- 
mation, the members of the subcommittee traveled 
nearly 12,000 airline miles through the United States 
and Alaska. Its findings and recommendations consti- 
tute a foundation upon which to formulate sound reg- 
ulatory measures, and such legislation as the ma 
mum development of American civil aviation may 
require. 

The committee's report says: “The ability to travel 
at great speeds, through the atmosphere, often in the 
substratosphere or even in the stratosphere, far a- 
bove the impediments of the earth’s surface will 
bring far-reaching changes in our conception of geo-| 
graphy, in our economics, in our development of com- 
merce, and in our relationships, both domestic and 
international. 

“So far as your committee has been 
cover, the United States is the only 
where progress in aerdtiautics has resulted 
much from the stimulus of war planning, but 
from the advantages of peacetime civil competition. 
Our country’s policy of competitive development in 
military and civil aeronau į t. The ac- 
complishments of America’s aeronautical industry 
merit the nation’s admiration and its continued sup- 
port. 

The report expressed high praise for the perform- 
ance of the airlines of the United States, and strongly 
urged the immediate expansion of metorological aids, 
airports and control towers. It also recommended 
adoption of unified regulation of contract carriers by 
air, as well as the simplification of the rules govern 
ing private flying.

Members of the retail distribution industry bear 
the brunt of making wartime price and ration con 
trols work. Their expressed conviction that such con- 
trols should be abandoned as rapidly as possible af- 
ter the war, is founded on the knowledge of the havoe 
those controls work on our competitive system of 
free enterprise. Many others have given voice to a 
similar conviction, among them Dr. Howard H. Dow, 
President of the Dow Chemical Co., who declared: 
“We have taken regulations as a necessary part of 
the war, in much the same fashion as a young man, 
when inducted, puts away his civilian clothing and 
gets into uniform. 

“There may be a shock in suddenly dropping the 
war controls, but not until every control is removed 
can we have the free, open and competitive market 
in which the customer rules. The longer we delay 
stepping forward into freedom, the greater will be 
the eventual shock. There is no easy way to get out of 
what we are now in. Let us meet this question square- 
pane as Americans and not try to pussyfoot around 
it. 

One school of regulators fears deflation; another 
fears inflation. What we need is less emphasis on 
fear and more emphasis on freedom.
